March 2.— With 
Sn Impact of sufficient force to crush 
the ponderous 
locomotives

The special was 
made up of an engine and one coach, 
In which was a party of about sixty- 
five members of Company F. Second 
regiment. Connecticut National guard, 
known as the Greys, and Governor 
Woodruff and members of his staff. 
The governor escaped injury. 
They 
had been In attendance at a banquet 
given In their honor In this city by 
Company A of the same regiment and 
were on their way home. The special 
is said to have been run beyond the 
meeting point and so met the regular j 
-st Platt Mills. 
Almost all the occu­ 
pants of the special 
coach 
received 
some injury. The baggage car of the 
regular was telescoped. The most se- 
I rioualy injured passengers are Fred 
C. Russell of New Haven, a private In 
company F, and C. V. Champlain, a 
musician, also of New Haven. 
The dead were members of the 
crews of the two engines.

It will be somewhat radical on the Pacific coast, 
become less so in the great central valleys and will bring severe 
weather to the north-eastern A tlantic states and on North Atlan­ 
tic ocean about and following March 14. 
Heaviest rains will oc­ 
cur in Mississippi valleys and about the great lakes while rainfall 
will be deficient in southern Atlantic states, southeastern and 
southwestern states and the Missouri valleys. 
About March ^3th and 14th a severe disturbance will enter 
the continent from the Pacific coast and continue to be severe as 
it crosses the continent causing a great rise in temperatures. 
About and immediately following March 2 severe storms will 
occupy the northern part of Pacific slope and the north eastern A t­ 
lantic states. In front of t h e s e disturbances temperatures will range 
unusually high with only light scattering rains. 
Temperatures of March are not expected to rise as the ad­ 
vancing season would suggest but the averages are expected to 
be nearly stationary, possibly colder last w e ek than first week.of 
the month. 
Those storms that are sometimes called equinoctial 
will occur not far from March 15 and 29.

Science organization, which was tiled 
In the M errimack coart are awaited 
with great interest. 
Leaders of tho 
Christian Science church apparently 
were surprised at the bill. which was 
filed by George W. Glover of Lead, 
S. D., the only son of M rs. Eddy by 
her first husband; Miss Mary Baker 
Glover, Mr. Glover's daughter,

George W. Baker of Bangor. Me., Mrs. 
Eddy’s nephew. 
The defendants nam 
ed are Calvin A. Frye, Irving W. Tom­

Mr. Glover further states in his pe­ 
tition th at he “believes that Mrs. Eddy 
is surrounded by designing persons, 
who are using her and her condition 
for their own serfish ends.’’ 
The petition then sets forth the “ex­ 
tensive and valuable” real and per­ 
sonal property of Mrs. Eddy and al­ 
leges defendants and others "m anage 
th e sam e solely according to their own 
will and pleasure.” 
The petition affirms th at Mrs. Eddy 
is incapacitated through infirm ities in ­ 
cident to old age to “m anage the af­ 
fairs and protect the property with 
prudence and discretion against undue 
influence, control or fraud of others, or 
take charge of and manage the present 
legal proceedings,” 
and 
“th at 
Mrs. 
Eddy lives under charge and in the 
custody of defendants Frye arui Strang 
and very few persons are allowed to 
see her except for a few m inutes.” Mr. 
G lover fu rth er claim s th at in the last 
twenty-five years 
his 
letters to his 
m other never had a direct reply from 
her. 
In closing plaintiffs pray th at de­ 
fendants “be enjoined during the pen­ 
dency of the present suit in equity 
not to interfere with or undertake to 
manage or control 
any business or 
property of Mrs. Eddy or do any act 
w hatever in her nam e or behalf under 
any pretext or under any power of a t­ 
torney, and th at a receiver or receiv­ 
ers be appointed to take possession of 
all property and m anage all her busi­ 
ness affairs and make such uliim ate 
disposition of all her estate as this 
court may h ereafter decide to be wise 
and prudent.”

Austin, March 2.—Following is the 
report of the m ajority of the house 
com m ittee on common carriers on tht 
2-cent fare bill: 
“Having been selected bv your com­ 
m ittee on common carriers to make 
a full report on house hill No. 272. an 
act to regulate and fix passenger fart* 
rate on railroads, I beg leave to report 
as follows: 
“Your com m ittee recommends that 
the bill do pass with the am endm ents 
adopted by the com m ittee, it being Its 
belief that the tim e has come in Tex 
as for that reduction of railroad pas 
aenger fares which is taking place In 
most of the other states. 
“ We do not believe that the rail­ 
roads will suffer any depreciable dimi­ 
nution of income, if any, but that the 
reduction will stim ulate travel to such 
an extent as that the revenue derived 
therefore^ will equal, if not exceed, 
that now enjoyed by the railroads, and 
it will at the sam e time perm it a more 
general travel and freer intercourse 
among the people at large. 
"It Is contem plated and no doubt will 
be consum m ated at this session, to cut 
off tho large volume of travel on free 
passes, 
thus 
giving 
the 
railroads 
sources of revenue 
from passenger 
travel which they have not heretofore 
enjoyed for some years, and will for­ 
ward im m igration and the settling up 
of all portions of our state.
